The  daily  average  was  590,227  gallons,  or  5,904  less  than  the 
average  of  the  year  before. 

The  following  figures  relate  to  the  year  ended  30th  September, 
1939,  and  are  based  upon  the  assumption  that  the  population 
supplied  by  the  Council  is  19,430  : — 


As  compared  with  the  previous  year,  there  was  an  increase  of 
.445  of  a gallon  under  the  domestic  heading,  and  a decrease  of  .657 
of  a gallon  under  the  trade  heading. 

There  were  288  metered  supplies  on  September  30th,  1939. 

Rainfall  registered  at  Lindway  (595  feet  above  sea  level).

Measurable  rain  was  recorded  on  166  days.  The  wettest  month 
was  January,  with  6.66  inches  ; and  the  driest,  December,  with  1.47 
inches.  More  than  an  inch  of  rain  was  registered  on  four  occasions. 

During  the  year  steps  were  taken  to  give  effect  to  the  agreement 
entered  into  with  J.  B.  Marsden-Smedley,  Esq.,  and  John  Smedley 
Ltd.,  and  to  the  award  in  the  arbitration  between  the  Council  and 
the  Belper  Rural  District  Council.  This  involved  the  dismantling 
of  the  Borehole  Pumping  Plant  at  Lea  Hall,  and  laying  mains 
between  that  point  and  Lea  Mills. 

Pumping  at  Lea  Hall  Boring  was  suspended  on  June  3rd  and  had 
not  been  resumed  at  the  end  of  the  year.

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An  emergency  supply  was  obtained  from  South  Wingfield  Colliery. 
The  agreement  by  which  this  water  was  available  expired  on 
December  31st,  1939.  The  Company  did  not  exercise  their  option 
to  purchase  the  pump  and  plant,  and  the  Council  have  been  advised 
to  negotiate  for  a new  agreement  whereby  water  from  South 
Wingfield  Colliery  will  be  available  in  case  of  need. 

Samples  of  drinking  water  from  the  public  supply  are  submitted 
quarterly  for  chemical  analysis  and  bacteriological  examination  by 
officers  of  the  Derbyshire  County  Council. 

Considerable  lengths  of  water  mains  of  small  diameter  were 
scraped  during  the  year,  and  a constant  supply  of  water  was 
maintained. 


Housing. 


During  the  year  44  houses  were  provided  by  the  Council  for  slum 
clearance.

Two  houses  were  built  by  the  Council  for  housing  employees. 

Fifty-eight  were  provided  by  private  enterprise.  This  number 
was  25  less  than  in  1938.  During  the  past  19  years  460  houses 
have  been  provided  by  the  Local  Authority  and  1,166  by  private 
enterprise.  Total,  1,626.  Yearly  average,  85. 

Advances  under  the  Small  Dwellings  Acquisition  Acts,  1899- 
1923,  were  made  to  12  persons  to  enable  them  to  become  owners  of 
a dwelling  house. 


Ambulance. 

A new  motor  ambulance  was  obtained  to  replace  that  originally 
provided. 

A free  motor  ambulance  service  is  maintained  by  the  Council  for 
accident  and  medical  cases  arising  in  the  Urban  District.  By 
arrangement  with  the  Derbyshire  County  Council,  the  ambulance  is 
available  for  road  accident  cases  which  happen  outside  the  district, 
but  it  is  not  available  for  medical  cases  arising  in  neighbouring 
districts. 


Sewerage. 

During  the  year,  Mr.  Harold  Taylor,  M.C.,  Civil  Engineer, 
Chesterfield,  was  engaged  upon  a survey  of  the  sewerage  and 
sewage  disposal  system  of  the  District.  Priority  was  given  to  the 
areas  draining  to  Swanwick  Sewage  Farm  and  Highfield  and 
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Meadow  Lane  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  these  being  regarded  as 
more  urgent  than  the  remainder.  The  work  has  been  held  up  since 
the  outbreak  of  war,  but  it  is  desirable  that  the  preparation  of 
schemes  should  be  proceeded  with,  in  order  that  time  may  not  be 
lost  when  the  war  is  over. 

There  has  been  trouble  from  outfall  sewers  which  have  been 
affected  by  colliery  subsidence,  but  it  has  been  possible  to  clean 
them  from  time  to  time  and  to  prevent  constant  overflows  of  sewage. 

Pedestrian  Crossing  Places. 

Pedestrian  crossing  places  were  made  from  North  to  South  and 
from  East  to  West  at  the  junction  of  Mansfield  Road  and  Prospect 
Street. 

Pleasure  Grounds. 

The  recreation  ground  at  Ironville  was  taken  over  from  the 
Butterley  Co.,  Ltd.,  under  a lease  of  fifty  years.  In  addition  to  a 
playground  for  children,  provided  with  swings  and  other  apparatus, 
there  is  a cricket  ground  with  pavilion,  hard  tennis  courts  with 
pavilion,  a bowling  green  and  a football  ground. 

At  Riddings  recreation  ground  a contract  was  let  for  the  erection 
of  a lodge,  a pavilion,  conveniences  and  store  room,  and  a shelter. 
The  bowling  green  was  soiled  and  seeded  and  the  tennis  courts 
were  prepared  for  surfacing.  Permission  was  obtained  to  proceed 
with  the  completion  of  the  buildings  but  the  scheme  has  been 
delayed  by  circumstances  arising  out  of  the  war. 

Depot. 

The  stable  buildings  at  Somercotes  Market  Place  were  converted 
into  a Decontamination  Depot  by  the  County  Council  and  into 
Motor  Garages  and  A.R.P.  Stores  by  the  Council.  Accommodation 
was  provided  for  five  motor  vehicles,  and  the  whole  block  was 
centrally  heated. 

Market. 

Electric  lighting  was  provided  for  the  stalls  in  the  market  place. 

Air  Raid  Precautions. 

One  Heavy  Rescue  Party,  three  Light  Rescue  Parties  and  two 
Decontamination  Squads  were  recruited  principally  from  employees 
of  the  Council  and  from  part-time  volunteers. 

Facilities  for  training  in  Anti-Gas  Measures,  Decontamination 
and  First  Aid  were  afforded  to  all  concerned.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of 
your  Sanitary  Inspectors  for  the  year  1939. 

The  Report  is  compiled  in  accordance  with  directions  contained 
in  a Memorandum  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  as  required 
by  the  Sanitary  Officers’  Order,  1926. 

Complaints.

It  will  be  of  interest  to  note  that  the  conversion  of  pail  closets  to 
water  closets  was  accelerated  by  the  payment  made  by  the  Council 
in  accordance  with  Section  47  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 
which  allows  local  authorities  to  pay  to  the  owners  a contribution 
towards  the  cost  of  such  conversion,  if  they  think  fit. 

The  scale  adopted  by  the  Alfreton  Council  is  £\y  or  one-half  the 
cost,  whichever  is  the  least. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  more  owners  will  take  advantage  of  this 
generous  offer  and  so  help  to  abolish  the  evil-smelling  and  foul  pail 
closet. 

There  now  remains  a total  of  2,038  pail  closets  and  35  slop  closets 
to  be  converted.  Of  these,  466  are  not  emptied  by  the  Council. 

Ashpits  and  Ashbins. 

During  the  year  182  ashpits  were  abolished  and  404  ashbins 
provided  in  lieu  thereof.  Section  75  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936,  is  mainly  responsible.  Notices  have  been  served  upon 
owners  to  discontinue  the  practice  of  using  ashpits  and  provide  proper 
ashbins. 
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In  the  Codnor  Park  and  Ironville  area  which  was  taken  over  in 
1933,  the  ashpits  were  open  to  any  animal,  and  consisted  of  four 
very  low  walls.  They  were,  of  course,  the  natural  playground  of 
cats  and  dogs.  The  Company  which  owns  the  houses  has  had  ash- 
bins  provided  at  every  house  and  those  awful  ashpits  abolished. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 

During  the  year  9,108  visits  of  all  kinds  were  made.  The  work 
on  A.R.P.  was  responsible  for  the  number  being  less  than  that  of 
the  previous  year.

Offices. 

Visits  were  not  paid. 

Shops  Acts. 

For  the  purposes  of  the  Young  Persons  Act,  1934,  58  visits  have 
been  paid.  No  contraventions  were  found. 

Under  the  Shops  Act,  1928,  158  visits  were  paid,  with  the  result 
that  legal  proceedings  were  instituted  in  one  case  and  the  offender 
had  to  pay  £\  in  fines  and  4s.  costs. 

Sufficient  heating  arrangements  have  been  installed  in  four 

instances,  and  a proper  water  supply  has  been  provided  in  another 
instance. 
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Camping  Sites. 

One  camping  site  exists  in  the  district  and  was  taken  over  by  the 
Military  on  the  outbreak  of  war.  This  was  formerly  used  about 
one  month  in  the  year  when  the  tents  were  removed. 

The  troops  are  now  housed  in  huts,  and  tents  are  not  now  used. 
The  amenities  consist  of  a permanent  cookhouse  with  gas  cookers, 
a range  of  water  closets  with  large  urinals  and  shower  baths.  The 
drainage  was  taken  to  a catch  pit  and  then  to  a filter  bed,  the  over- 
flow discharging  into  a stream.  This  was  sufficient  for  the  needs 
of  the  camp  as  occupied  pre-war,  but  for  the  present  conditions  this 
provision  was  deemed  to  be  inadequate  and  a sewer  is  being  laid 
from  the  camp  to  the  Council’s  sewer. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

Instructions  were  given  to  stokers  and  not  many  visits  were 
made — only  nine  during  the  year.  One  factory  took  advice  offered 
them  and  installed  a device  which  is  functioning  very  well  and  is 
reducing  coal  consumption  and  has  eliminated  complaints. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

None  exist  in  the  area. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

Action  has  had  to  be  taken  in  nine  instances,  and  I am  sorry  to 
say  that  the  worst  case  occurred  in  a Council  house.  In  this  case 
architraves  and  skirtings  were  stripped  off  and  burnt,  and  the  usual 
method  followed.  The  rooms  were  sprayed  with  insecticide,  and  at 
the  same  time  blocks  are  burnt  and  the  rooms  sealed  up.  Although 
this  process  was  repeated  at  intervals,  the  adjoining  house  only 
suffered  to  the  extent  of  three  “visitors.”  This  house  was  sprayed, 
since  when  there  has  not  been  reason  to  complain. 

Owners  of  private  houses  take  advantage  of  having  houses  dis- 
infected by  the  Council  on  payment.  One  old  lady  who  lived  alone 
in  a filthy  house,  refused  to  go  in  the  Institution,  so  the  case  was 
taken  to  Court.  The  magistrates  made  an  order  for  her  removal 
and  cleansing.  The  house  was  cleansed.

COSTINGS  REPORT  ON  SERVICES. 

An  important  change  effected  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year 
was  the  substitution  of  a lorry  with  nightsoil  tank  for  the  horse- 
drawn  tumbler  carts.  This  has  proved  very  satisfactory  and  a 
great  improvement.  The  time  saved  in  haulage  is  considerable, 
and  the  emptying  of  privy  middens,  for  which  overtime  has  been 
paid,  is  now  being  carried  out  in  normal  working  hours. 
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Last  year  some  persons  caused  great  annoyance  by  perpetrating 
what  they  evidently  thought  was  a huge  joke.  Whilst  the  nightsoil 
men  were  bringing  out  the  pails  to  be  emptied,  they  took  the  horse 
and  cart  into  another  street,  much  to  the  consternation  of  the 
Council’s  workmen.  This  affair  was  very  stupid  and  may  have 
caused  loss  of  life  or  great  expense  to  the  Council,  for  which  the 
ratepayers  at  large  would  have  to  pay.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  rate- 
payers to  protect  Council  property  and  not  to  destroy  it. 

The  same  remarks  apply  to  the  Leabrooks  refuse  tip  and  disposal 
plant.  At  week-ends,  youths  have  been  on  the  tip  forcing  locks 
and  breaking  open  sheds,  and  generally  doing  as  much  damage  as 
they  can,  which  again  has  caused  expense  to  the  rates.  The  Police 
were  notified  and  are  frequently  visiting.

In  January  a lorry  with  nightsoil  tank  was  put  into  commission 
and  is  proving  very  satisfactory.  This  method  of  collection  is  by 
far  the  best  and  saves  a great  amount  of  time  in  haulage. 

1,163  Tons  of  nightsoil  were  collected  at  a cost  of  14s.  7id.  per 
ton,  and  disposed  of  at  3d.  per  ton,  giving  a figure  for  collection 
and  disposal  of  14s.  10id.  per  ton,  as  compared  with  1 Is.  l|d.  in  1938. 

The  collection  has  been  relieved  by  a good  number  of  conversions, 
so  that  privy  middens  are  being  emptied  in  the  ordinary  course  of 
work,  instead  of  overtime  being  paid.
